These do not constitute my final masterpieces, perfect in almost every respect; but they 
do represent important and very colorful “MILESTONES” along the way toward my ulti- 
mate goals. | feel certain that this whole series will be immensely popular because it fills 
two large gaps in the present commonly-accepted method of distributing new creations:

YELLOW EAGLE (Austin '54) A new Tall Bearded Iris that has greatly impressed our 
visitors on two scores. First, many of the flowers flatten out like wings of an eagle, or like 
a Japanese Iris, within a day or so after they open. These huge flat flowers often have a 
spread of 7” or more, and are ideal for use in a shallow type container on the dining table. 
Secondly, while Yellow Eagle is high branched, it produces such a great profusion of blooms 
that it attracts everyone’s attention from across the garden. Blooming season extends 
from early to late. A light yellow self with a bright yellow beard. Should be in the collec- 
tion of every breeder working for flat-type Iris form. Parentage: Snow Flurry x Spun 
Gold.

TANGERINE CREAM (Austin '54) One of the first creams with a tangerine beard, and 
certainly the very first to be offered at a moderate price. Standards creamy white, very 
faintly flushed with pink in center. Falls rich cream, stiff, quite flaring. A very bright 
Orange-tangerine beard gives a striking contrast with the cream falls. Often 3 flowers in 
bloom at once at different heights along the stem. Abundant pollen. Parentage: Buffawn x 
Flora Zenor. EM-32”. af 

EL DORADO MAID (Austin ’54) A very pretty Iris of quite novel form in that the falls are 
quite strongly convex as in some true Oncos, although this has no Onco in its ancestry. 
Standards smooth buff, daintily flushed and marbled lilac; falls bright amethyst with a 
distinct yellowish-buff border; style arms strongly arched causing the light yellow crests 
to project out in an interesting manner. Lots of pollen. M-33”. $2.25 

TRIFLARE (Austin '54) This seedling has attracted much attention among visitors, as the 
three falls flare out so stiffly—almost horizontally — that the flower resembles a triangle in 
top view; hence the name. Particularly impressive as the stalks are tall and there are often 
three or four flowers blooming at once at different heights along the stem. Standards 
creamy yellow; falls white brilliantly lighted with yellow at the hafts. Pollen plentiful.

SUNSET FLAME (Austin '53) A gorgeous blending of rich sunset colors between those 
of its parents, Orange Flame and Sunset Serenade. Standards rich bronzy orange; falls 
deep orange flushed with red with intricate pleasing yellow veining at haft. A large ruffled 
flower that has attracted the attention of many visitors to our gardens. Low branched. A 
good seed setter with abundant pollen.

Standards light orchid 
pink; falls deep rose pink, convex, semi-flaring. Striking deep orange-yellow beard. A

THE ARILS: These alone, of all the Iris have seeds with prominent white arils or collars. No matter where you live, 
you can grow exotic Aril Iris, for they are being successfully grown by my customers in all parts of the United States. 


USES: Aril Iris are so exciting and different from any Iris you have ever seen that they can be used advantageously to 
focus the spotlight of attention on YOUR garden, YOUR indoor arrangements, or YOUR exhibit at your local flower 
show. Also, they are simply superb for hybridizing, whether you are an amateur making your first crosses, or an ex- 
perienced breeder eager to bring in exotic new blood lines. Specific uses for each of the three types of ARILS will be 
found under their respective headings. 


BLOOMING TIMES: The earliest ARILS start blooming about a month before the Tall Bearded Iris. The many species 
and varieties give a succession of bloom up to and partly over-lapping the Tall Bearded season. 


CULTURE and HARDINESS (In brief): When preparing for planting, select a sunny well drained spot. Mix with the 
soil, well in advance of planting, some lime, bonemeal and a little complete fertilizer or finely pulverized manure. 
Provide ridges or raised beds to insure drainage. Plant about a foot apart, and cover rhizomes about 2 inches. In cold 
regions mulch bed with 2” or 3” of straw, or other light airy material (not leaves or manure). Remove mulch after danger 
of frost. In dry climates, rhizomes can be left in all summer. But where summer rains occur, or where garden beds are 
watered, it is best to dig rhizomes soon after naturally sparse foliage dies down. Dry thoroughly, remove tops, and 
store in a cool place in dry sand until October. Or, grow in a cold frame and use glass to keep off summer rains. Also 
adapted to pot culture if adequate drainage is provided and excessive watering is avoided. My MANUAL gives details 
of pot culture and many additional suggestions on out of door culture of ARILS—a new gardening adventure. 


SHIPPING and PLANTING TIMES: Aril rhizomes are best shipped in the late summer or fall, in a dry condition. 
But order what you want NOW, by Air Mail, before supplies are exhausted. When you receive your precious ARILS 
store them in a dry place until planting time. Plant in the fall, and not before October 1, unless sprouting occurs earlier. 
They may be left in the bag of vermiculite in which they arrive but are better stored in dry sand. Avoid early fall plant- 
ing, as this encourages undesirable fall and winter leaf growth. Aril rhizomes are naturally dry and bulb-like. The 
rhizomes of most Arils are not large—neither are diamonds. Aril flowers vary greatly in size from some of the small, 
dainty Regelias to certain of the Oncos, which are immense. 


SARI (Lupina) Wolf’s Ear Iris $4.95; 3 for $11.95

The Hardy of Turkestan 
These, Too, Are , But Very Different From Oncos and Oncogelias 


ORIGIN: While botanically very close to the Oncos, and requiring much the same culture, Regelias are of very different 
appearance. In place of the magnificence of the Oncos, we have here characters of elegance and refinement that ad- 
mirably fit these flowers for distinctive flower arrangements, novel bouquets and simply stunning corsages. Unlike 
any other Iris, Regelias have beards on BOTH standards and falls. 


HYBRIDIZING: A tempting field for new hybridizers is to try crossing various Regelias with Susiana, Gatesii, Nigricans, 
and other Oncos. Such hybridizing may easily be pioneering and exploratory, for many highly promising combinations 
have never been tried. My Manual (pages 36 and 37) gives various additional suggestions. The time to start is NOW. 


BLOOMING TIME: Starts about 2 weeks before Tall Bearded; ends with midseason Tall Bearded. 
NATIVE HABITATS: Turkestan and the western slopes of the lofty Himalayas. 


CULTURE, HARDINESS, SHIPPING and PLANTING: General information given for ARILS on page 4 is applicable. 
But as these originate at higher elevations and in more northern latitudes than the Oncos, they are less exacting, and 
in some sections require no special care. Easily grown throughout the U.S. except in Florida and near Gulf of Mexico.

ORIGIN: Let me introduce to you the new term ONCOGELIA, recently coined to more aptly and simply designate the marvel- 
ous family of hardy free-flowering hybrids resulting from crossing ONCOS with REGELIAS, and combining their good points. 
Heretofore these were termed Regeliocyclus. | now have over 30 kinds under test, and am doing much crossing to produce 
my own new strain. 

USES: Nearly all are practically unknown to American gardeners. So they constitute one of the best answers to that ever- 
present question of what to get for yourself or a friend that will really be different. When cut in bud, flowers will develop 
fully in water. Imagine the sensation that an assortment of these will cause in your garden, or at your flower show. 

BLOOMING TIMES: Start a month before Tall Bearded; end in Tall Bearded midseason. 

CULTURE, HARDINESS, SHIPPING and PLANTING TIMES: Same as for Regelias, page 6. 

HYBRIDIZING POSSIBILITIES: There is abundant opportunity here for the enterprising amateur hybridizer, as true 
pinks, reds, yellows, etc., have not as yet been achieved and the field is wide open. Practically all of today’s varieties, fine 
though they are, contain some infusion of lavender. Pure spectrum colors in this group would be a marvelous achievement.

Comes from famous Ola Kala x 
Hoogiana; has inherited the coloring from the seed parent and the form from the pollen 
parent, as may be seen in my color photograph. Also unique in that it is the first Iris in- 
troduced having a distinct white stripe down the center of each fall. Still further distinctive 
in that it is one of the first hybrids ever to be introduced that was grown from an embryo- 
cultured seed. | secured only one seed from this cross. Embryo of this seed was excised 
and germinated on agar for me by Dr. L. F. Randolph of Cornell University. Young seedling 
was sent to me when only 1%” high; now | have it increased to where | can begin to dis- 
tribute it. Be the first to grow this lovely new type of hybrid. E-20”. 

SAFFRON CHARM (Benbow '54) x Created in England. $10.00 
A strange, unusual flower so different even a novice can tell it is something out of the 
ordinary. Reverend Benbow produced this by crossing Stolonifera x a yellow Tall Bearded. 
Standards very ruffled, shimmering with bright saffron-yellow stitching, gradually blend- 
ing to pale blue, giving a translucent effect.

VESPER IRIS (DICHOTOMA) 2 for $1.35 
Our first flight by magic carpet is to Eastern Siberia and Mongolia for the home of this graceful Iris. There in late 
afternoon, at vesper time, tall branching sprays of these flowers unfold their prettily marked lilac petals.

There dwells the daintiest and most fairy-like of all 
lris—a fitting inhabitant of those countries for centuries associated with charm and grace.

NADA (Iris Japonica x I. Wattii) + HM ’49 $1.25 
This best known of crested Iris hybrids was derived from two of the Orient’s loveliest 
Iris—Japonica and Wattii, both of which remind one of frilly orchids. The hybrid, NADA 
(pronounced Ney-da) is a remarkable achievement, as it has 3 foot branched and re- 
branched stems carrying over 200 fringed flowers as delightful as those of Japonica. Fine 
for cutting and flower arrangements. VE-36”. 


TECTORUM x $1.00 
In Japan we find Tectorum, the famous roof-Iris, growing on the thatched roofs of the 
houses. Dykes considers this the best garden plant in the Evansia Section. Its broad 
leaves are strongly ribbed and most attractive.

The 3 petals correspond- 
ing to falls sometimes have slight vestiges of beards down inside, but all 6 petals are quite 
beardless from external appearance. So this is, essentially, a “Bearded” Iris without a 
beard —and without petals that act as falls. There are no stamens, but stigmas are normal, 
SO crossing would seem possible. A creamy white, heavily flushed and veined in yellow.

KALEIDOSCOPE (Katkamier '49) One for Ripley. $1.00 
Yes, a believe-it-or-not Iris in a realistic kaleidoscope pattern. Conceive, if you can, falls 
in ivory white, boldly and erratically marked with extremely variable veins and blotches 
of dark maroon, all the sharp defined edges contrasting strikingly with the ground color. 
Standards, light yellow. A strange freak of nature like this is genetically known as a 
chimera. This variety is a delicate and graceful Table Iris on a slender stem, and it will 
make the most striking bouquets imaginable. EM-25”.

CULTURE and HARDINESS (in brief): Store in Vermiculite, or better in dry sand, in cool place until 
Oct. Use bonemeal and lime in soil. Prepare sunny raised beds or ridges for drainage. Cover 2” to 3” 
deep. In cold areas mulch with 2” to 3” of straw over winter. Many kinds fully hardy. Leave in ground 
over summer if bed is kept dry. If not, dig after foliage dies down and store as above. Also often grown 
in well-drained pots.

USES and BLOOMING SEASON: All through the long fall visitors keep asking us what we do to make our IRIS 
bloom again in the fall. It is not so much what we do, as the particular varieties we grow that have this inherent 
tendency. This is a rapidly evolving new class of Iris that gives you bloom TWICE a year at no higher cost than the 
usual once-bloomers. These bloom in the spring, and then give a repeat performance in the fall, the dates varying 
greatly with different varieties. A few are very new FREQUENT BLOOMERS, or EVERBLOOMERS, giving a display 
three or more times a year. Below are 64 varieties from 34 hybridizers in 15 states, including Massachusetts, IIlinois, 
Utah, Indiana, New York, Ohio, Tennessee and California. 
HEIGHT and SIZE OF FLOWER: Not many years ago all of the fall bloomers were low-growing plants with small 
flowers. Now tall varieties, with flowers as large as Tall Bearded Iris are becoming available in various colors. 
CULTURE and HOW TO ENCOURAGE AUTUMN BLOOM: General culture same as for Tall Bearded, page 20. 
Fall bloom is naturally more regular in warm Southern gardens than in the North, but much depends on the care you 
give them. Full details in my Manual, but briefly the following is the special care, particularly important in the North, 
that helps to bring on a second bloom. Plant in full sun, away from root competition. Use well prepared soil fertilized 
thoroughly and deeply. Keep plants adequately moist (but not too wet), and well weeded, all through late winter and 
spring. Try giving a short rest after spring flowering; then keep well watered to bring on the second bloom. Fertilize 
several times during the summer with liquid manure, or with complete chemical fertilizer dissolved in water. Trans- 
plant every year or two, as crowded plants seldom rebloom. In cold regions plant in a warm protected spot, perhaps 
close to the south side of a light colored building, where they will get as much warmth during cool fall days as your 
climate will provide. Probably surest way is to cut off flowering stalks in spring on part of plants as soon as stalks 
appear. That will stimulate growth of new rhizomes, which will often bloom that fall. 
HARDINESS, SHIPPING and PLANTING TIMES: Same as for Tall Bearded, page 20. 

Relatively few Bearded Iris bloom during the summer; so it is helpful in planning continuity 
of bloom to know which have the strongest inherent tendencies in this direction. These are those Autumn Bloomers 
that often start their second bloom early, in June, July or August. These varieties are also ideal for the hybridizer 
aiming at everblooming Iris. Summer bloom is seldom as complete or heavy as spring bloom, but varieties vary 
greatly. | give below a list of 16 Autumn Bloomers that often bloom in summer. | use Bold type to indicate those that 
have given me the heaviest summer bloom. (For Winter Bloomers see Page 15)

Here are the first four of a new strain of hardy Tall Bearded autumn bloomers developed 
for cold climates by Charlie Wise in Indiana, as an offshoot of Greig Lapham’s enterprising 
work in creating better reds and pinks.

USES: Tall Bearded Iris are adapted by height, size of flowers, and by the wide range of colors, for 
your main colorful displays in late spring. My Supplement gives many detailed suggestions on utilizing 
these and other Iris. 

BLOOMING TIMES: The peak of Tall Bearded bloom is usually around April 1 in the South, May 1 on 
much of the Pacific Coast, and June 1 in most of the East. However, the earliest varieties come out 4 to 5 
weeks before the latest ones; hence a careful selection of varieties will greatly lengthen your blooming 
season. 

ORIGIN and NATIVE HABITAT: The history of the evolution of our modern Tall Bearded Iris reads 
like a story of adventure. Their lineage may be traced back into the dawn of history, and to species 
native to various parts of Europe and Western China. No bearded species is native to America. From 
the high mountains of Yugoslavia came one of the important original species, the tall blue Pallida. 
Nearby, in Hungary, grows the hardy yellow and brown Variegata. Our earliest plantsmen did hybridiz- 
ing of these basic species, but had reached an impasse in both color and size when the English Irisarian, 
Sir Michael Foster, started using Cypriana and Mesopotamica, from Cyprus and Asia Minor,. about the 
turn of the century. Since then evolution has been rapid. Prior to 1895 all Bearded Iris had diploid 
chromosome numbers (see Manual page 25). In 1900 only three tetraploids were known. Today the 
transition to tetraploids is almost complete and nearly all of the varieties that | list in the pages to follow 
have approximately 48 chromosomes, the tetraploid number. These modern Uris are characterized by 
much large flowers, taller stems, brighter and more varied colors and more vigorous growth. Thus they 
are in great contrast to the Iris our grandmothers used to grow, yet which even today adorn many a 
garden where people are not awake to the recent and very rapid evolution that has taken place in Iris. 
CULTURE & HARDINESS: All Bearded Iris are of the easiest culture and will thrive in almost any 
garden bed. Select a well-drained spot that is at least partially sunny, and preferably in full sun. Well in 
advance of planting thoroughly mix in some well-rotted manure or complete commercial fertilizer. If 
soil is at all inclined to be soggy, plant on raised beds or ridges. Space the rhizomes 12” to 15” apart. 
Cover the rhizome (bulb-like portion) only about one-half inch, but set the slender roots deeply and well 
spread out. Water thoroughly. Keep moderately moist at least until new growth starts. Best kept moder- 
ately moist all summer, but where summers are dry and water is scarce, all Bearded Iris may be left 
dry all summer. Most varieties are hardy to winter cold. But in cold climates it is advisable to mulch 
well with straw at least the first winter to prevent frost heaving. If you want the largest flowers, the 
tallest stalks and the most abundant bloom from well-established clumps be sure NOT to disturb your 
new plantings for at least three years. But when the clumps become overcrowded dig them up in the 
summer and break apart, saving the best of the young new rhizomes for replanting. Many additional 
suggestions in my Manual.

LETTERS AND NOTES should not be put on your order, but on a separate sheet bear- 
ing your full name and address. 

Orders under $6.00 will usually be sent in one shipment, summer or fall as soon as all 
are ready for shipping. 

Orders received after November Ist are ordinarily filled at the very beginning of the 
next shipping season, that is, in early July. The shipment of Iris during the winter is difficult 
and expensive, so if rhizomes are wanted during November, December, January or Feb- 
ruary, | make a 10% extra charge for handling. No shipments made during active growing 
and flowering period from March 1 to June 30.

SOWING and CULTURE (In brief): Iris seed is best sowed in the fall, as it usually requires conditioning by winter cold to encourage 
high germination the first spring. A cold frame is ideal, if available. If not, sow out of doors. Use well pulverized, fertilized soil of the 
same reaction as you would use for rhizomes of the same type of Iris; that is, basic for Arils and Bulbous Iris, nearly neutral for Bearded 
Iris and Aril-Bearded Hybrids; and acid for Beardless Iris. To get bloom in place, sow seed 6” apart in trenches 9” to 12” apart and 
1” deep. If seedlings are to be transplanted the first summer, sow seeds 2” apart in trenches 6” apart. Cover with 1” of loam and 1%” 
of sand. In cold regions mulch out-of-doors seedbeds over winter with 2” to 3” of straw to prevent frost heaving. Most of the seedlings 
that come up the first spring will bloom the second spring.
